MOSCOW (AP) - In the first 
Soviet comment on the forth­ 
coming 
summit 
meeting 
of 
President Nixon and Kremlin 
leaders, Tass Thursday night 
called it “ a really big and im­ 
portant event.” 
The official Soviet news agen­ 
cy said the meeting shows that 
peaceful coexistence has be­ 
come “a realistic force of inter­ 
national development.” 
An article 
by Tass 
com­ 
mentator Yuri Kornilov said 
the Soviet Union will “search 
with the capitalist countries, in­ 
cluding the United States, for 
ways of settling issues by way 
of talks.” 


He 
wrote 
that the 
Soviet 
people view the summit meet­ 
ing as part of the “general 
peace loving and constructive 
foreign policy” of the Soviet 
Union. 


'POSITIVE RESULTS' 
Kornilov noted the meeting 
was scheduled following posi­ 
tive results in talks with the 
United States on a number of 
questions. 
He mentioned the four-power 
agreement on Berlin, and the 
two 
Soviet-American 
agree­ 
ments worked out during the 
s t r a t e g i c arms limitations 
talks—a direct communications 


link by satellites and measures 
to prevent accidental deploy­ 
ment of nuclear weapons. 
In a possible allusion to the 
scheduled talks between the 
United States and China, Korni­ 
lov said: “In the present condi­ 
tions, there cannot be any in­ 
ternational problem of any im­ 
portance that could be solved 
without the Soviet Union and 
without countries of the Social­ 
ist community.” 


'CIRCLES' HIT 
Kornilov wrote that there are 
influential circles in the United 
States “ trying to hinder the im­ 
plementation of the plans of 


peace 
and 
cooperation.” He 
said those circles are respon­ 
sible for the 
Vietnam war, 
“support of the 
Israeli ex­ 
tremists and the campaign for 
the continuation of the arms 
race.” 
The Soviet Union “ has and 
further will administer a reso­ 
lute rebuff to the imperialists 
policy of aggression and war,” 
he asserted. 
The Soviet people assumed 
“ an 
improvement of Soviet- 
American relations would meet 
the interests of the Soviet and 
American peoples and the in­ 
terest of strengthening peace,” 
Kornilov said.

Lawmakers Pay Freeze 
Lifted By Government 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
Office of Emergency Prepared­ 
ness Thursday, reversed an ear­ 
lier ruling and said that Penn­ 
sylvania legislators will get the 
additional 
$3,600 
they 
voted 
themselves for their annual ex­ 
pense accounts. 
Robert C. Stevens, regional 
director 
of 
OEP, 
said 
last 
month the legislators would not 
get the increase 
under the 
wage-price freeze announced by 
the President Aug. 15. 
In a letter to House Speaker 
Herbert Fineman, D-Philadel- 
phia the chief counsel for the 
OEP here, Elmer F. Bennett, 
said the new interpretation was 
based on an opinion written by 
the state attorney general in 
1958. 


T IM E ELEM EN T 
In the ruling in September, 
Stevens said the legislation per­ 
mitting the increases for 50 
state senators and 203 state 
representatives could not be al­ 
lowed because of the timing of 
the appropriations bills. 
The original act approving 
the increase was signed by the 
governor June 16. But the legis­ 
lature enacted stopgap appro­ 
priations bills on June 30 and 
again on Aug. 6. 


These bills retained spending 
levels at the rate of the preced­ 
ing fiscal year and prevented 
funding for any new programs 
not in effect in fiscal 1970-71, 
Stevens said in September. 
In his letter to Fineman, Ben­ 
nett said the attorney general’s 
opinion in 1958 indicates that 
“ the right of a public official 
to compensation provided by 
state substantive law is not de­ 
pendent upon passage of an ap­ 
propriations measure sufficient 
to pay that compensation.” 


EARLY AUTHORIZATION 
In other words the state au­ 
thorized the increase for legisla­ 
tors long before the freeze di­ 
rective of Aug. 15 although the 
appropriating measure had not 
been approved. 
The new ruling is certain to 
raise problems with unions and 
other organizations who negoti­ 
ated wage increases before the 
freeze but effective after Aug. 
15. 
“The circumstances surround­ 
ing the expense allowance in­ 
crease are similar to those 
which have confronted labor 
and management groups which 
had reached agreement on in­ 
creased wages prior to initia­ 
tion of the freeze but had not 


reduced such agreement to a 
formal contract or had not sub­ 
mitted the agreement to formal 
ratification by union members 
before Aug. 15, 1971,” Bennett 
wrote in his letter. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dr. 
Henry A. Kissinger, the top 
White House foreign policy ex­ 
pert, will leave for Peking Sat­ 
urday to make final arrange­ 
ments 
for President Nixon’s 
historic journey to mainland 
China. 
Press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler, announcing Kissinger’s 
travel plans Thursday, said the 
presidential 
assistant 
would 
stop en route in California, 
Hawaii, Guam and Shanghai. 
Although 
Ziegler 
said, 
“ I 
don’t want to suggest anything 
to you about the President’s 
trip,” it was believed Kissi­ 
nger’s route would closely — if 
not exactly—parallel the Nixon 
itinerary. 


STRIK E SPARKS 
As preparations for the Presi­ 
dent’s trip went forward, his 
domestic 
economic 
policies 
struck sparks in China. The of­ 
ficial 
Hsinhua 
news 
agency 
said in a broadcast monitored 
in Tokyo that Nixon’s Phase 2 
economic plan meant that “in 
his opinion the way to solve all 
problems is to let the capital­ 
ists have more profits.. . ” 
The broadcast said US. in­ 
flation is due basically to pol­ 
icies of “ aggression and war by 
the U.S. ruler classes, and par­ 
ticularly the unleashing and ex­ 


pansion of the war of aggres­ 
sion in Indochina.” 
Kissinger 
will 
be 
accom­ 
panied by eight White House 
specialists 
in

diverse 
fields as communications and 
presidential protection, plus a 
State 
Department representa­ 
tive. The party, which also will 
include a small support staff, 
will return to Washington via 
Anchorage, Alaska, on or about, 
Oct. 25. 
SECOND TRIP 
For Kissinger and two other 
members of the group it will be 
the second trip to Peking in 
less than four months. Kissi­ 
nger and two members of his 
National Security Council staff, 
John H. Holdridge and Winston 
Lord, made a secret trip to 


Peking in early July that led to 
Nixon’s July 15 announcement 
that he would go to mainland 
China 
before 
next 
May—the 
first * president to visit that 
country. 
The American advance group 
will spend about four days in 
Peking, stopping in Shanghai 
en route to pick up a Chinese 
navigator. 
Ziegler said neither Kissinger 
nor any of his traveling com­ 
panions would make any public 
statements during the journey. 
From Washington, the Kissi­ 
nger party will fly to Travis 
Air Force Base, Calif.,—a re­ 
fueling stop—then go to Hilo, 
Hawaii for a stay of approxi­ 
mately 48 hours.

Catholic Irish Republic to the 
south. 
“ Our duty is to see that they

succeed,” 
Maudling 
stressed. “Northern Ireland is 
part of the United Kingdom and 
will remain so as long as this is 
the will of the people there. So 
long as Northern Ireland re­ 
mains in the United Kingdom, 
our army will do its duty to 
maintain law and order. 
“ All the time the army are 
making 
progress. 
More 
and 
more members of the IRA are 
being put where they ought to 
be—behind bars.” 
Maudling also defended as 
necessary the internment policy 
of jailing suspected IRA terror­ 
ists without trial. The decision 
Aug. 9 touched off the worst ri­ 
oting in the province in years. 
“ Imprisonment without trial 
is no more hideous than bomb­ 
ing and shooting,” the minister 
said. 
At the same time, he warned 
that London would not tolerate 
the establishment of a Protes­ 
tant vigilante force to counter 
the IRA. 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov.

Early Release Set 
For 65,000 in Army 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army announced Thursday it 
will release 65,000 officers and 
enlisted men, many earlier than 
normal, by next June 30 to get 
down to a strength of 892,000 
ordered by Congress. 
Most of those to be released 
will be in ranks and skills in 
which the Army says it is over­ 
strength, or men whose tours of 
duty are due to end soon any­ 
way. 
Included are draftees in the 
United States, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands. 
Although the Army didn’t use 


the term, it appears it is shuck­ 
ing off some deadwood, princi­ 
pally career enlisted men who 
have not been promoted above 
private first class.

The demands by the Pottsgrove Tax­ 
payers Association are getting more and 
more out of line. 
The Association seems to be forgetting 
some important and paramount facts — 
the school board, and not the association 
is running the schools; the school board, 
and not the association makes the deci­ 
sions; the school board and not the as­ 
sociation bears the responsibility for the 
schools. 
The Taxpayers Association now had 
demanded that the association receive a 
copy of the treasurer’s report and the 
superintendent’s report. 
A superintendent’s report is and should 
be confidential. A report by the superin­ 
tendent often has items of personal 
nature — the names of pregnant students, 
the names of students under disciplinary 
actions, the results of in-school investiga­ 
tions and the like. 
- Giving this type of report could lend 
to gossip. It would not enlighten members 
of the association. 
A treasurer’s report is public record 
and any citizen at any time can see it. 
Printing a superintendent’s report for 
taxpayers also would be costly. 
The Pottsgrove Board — as well as 
other boards —- provide a copy of the 
superintendent’s report to The Mercury. 
Nothing is held back. The newspaper, 
however, respects the confidence and 
uses discretion on what it publishes 
The Pottsgrove Board is not trying 
to hide anything from its taxpayers. An 
example of this is the open meetings. The 
board, for example, has not had an execu­ 
tive session in years. An executive ses­ 
sion is one in which the press and public 
are barred. 
Some members of the Pottsgrove Tax­ 
payers Association also want the right 
to interrupt board meetings with ques­ 
tions. This can’t be permitted. There is 
an area in each meeting in which citizens 
can ask questions. A meeting probably 


never would finish if citizens were per­ 
mitted to interrupt at anytime. 
There also is no requirement that 
board members must persue questions to 
the satisfaction of the person asking the 
question. 
Members of the taxpayers Associa­ 
tion also should be reminded of the opera­ 
tions of other governmental units. 
The mere fact that they’re taxpayers 
does not give them the right to govern. 
They’re federal taxpayers, too. But 
certainly a citizen does not have the right 
to FBI reports — the FBI is naturally, 
supported by your tax funds. 
The taxpayer does not have the right 
to speak or interrupt the United States 
Congress. 
The taxpayer can’t speak or interrupt 
the State Senate or the State House. 
Cabinet meetings on both the state 
and national levels are private. 
In fact, in government, probably the 
only open meetings are those conducted by 
school boards and municipal bodies. 
By their very nature, rules and regu­ 
lations 
governing 
public 
participation 
must be enforced. It is not unusual for 
some meeting to break down into a shout­ 
ing match. By strict enforcement of the 
rules, this is prevented. 
Members of the Pottsgrove Taxpay­ 
ers Association can be heard at public 
meetings. 
Whether their views are accepted or 
rejected is another thing. Whether they’re 
right or wrong also is another matter. 
The one prime fact remains — the 
school board was elected to govern the 
school. It is the responsibility of the 
board members to do this. 
A taxpayers association has no author­ 
ity to dictate, demand, command or in­ 
fringe on the rights of duly elected school 
board members. 
If enough citizens are concerned. If 
enough are dissatisfied there is only one 
place to achieve a change — the ballot 
box.

to fault. 
The case involved a draftee

children.

unanimous’ decision the court 
ruled, “We are of the opinion 
t h a t 
a 
family 
otherwise 
qualified cannot be denied aid 
to 
families 
with 
dependent 
children solely because of the 


compulsory military service of 
the father.” 
Among the questions state 
officials have been researching 
in the wake of the court’s 
decision is how many ser­ 
vicemen might fall under the 
ruling.

Danger in Boiling Milk 


By DR. LESTER L. COLEMAN 
N o t 
all 
our 
milk 
is 
p a s t u e r i z e d , and as a 
precaution, we boil our milk. 
Now we hear that boiled milk 
is dangerous, is this true, or 
a false health rumor? 
Mrs. F. F., Iowa 


Dear Mrs. F.: Pasteurization 
of all milk is, of course, the 
ideal way to protect against 
contamination by bacteria. 
Boiling of milk is a safety 
factor 
when 
pasteurization, 
unfortunately, does not exist. 
There is 
a 
very specific 
danger in feeding boiled milk 
to young children who are 
suffering with diarrhea. 
Diarrhea results in an ex­ 
cessive loss of water in the 
body. 
Milk contains sodium chloride, 
or salt. When milk is boiled, 
there is a greater concentration 
of salt in it. When it is then 
fed to an infant suffering from 
diarrhea, the balance between 
fluid and salt is upset, and a 
dangerous condition may ensue. 
Adults and children in perfect 
health are not threatened by 
moderate quantities of milk that 
has been boiled. 
Many educational campaigns

by Public Health officials are 
aimed at teaching mothers this 
i m p o r t a n t safety regime, 
especially since boiled milk has 
for such a long time been the 
“standard” treatment for infant 
diarrhea. 
I would like to add another 
important 
warning 
for 
the 
safety of infants. It is far 
removed from the subject of 
boiled milk. 
Boric acid, long used to soak 
diapers, can be absorbed by the 
infant and can actually be a 
threat to his life. 
There also is no longer any 
need for the use of boric acid 
in the eyes. There are now 
many safer drugs that do not 
pose such danger to the child.

Dear Miss R.: Too often 
blame is placed in areas where 
it does not belong. 
It may very well be that your 


father’s present condition is 
wholly unrelated to the ap­ 
pendix operation. 
There are many types of 
intestinal obstruction, and many 
causes for it. 
Sometimes 
adhesions 
form 
after abdominal surgery. These 
can be responsible for intestinal 
o b s t r u c t i o n . It must be 
remembered that all people 
heal in their own individual 
way. 
Just as some scars after 
surgery heal with a fine un- 
detectible 
line, 
others 
may 
themselves heal badly, 
and 
show wide, or “keloid” scars. 
Similarly, some people tend to 
develop adhesions more readily 
than others. 
Your father’s recovery is far 
more important than seeking a 
“fault” which may well be his 
own.

Thoroughly Cleaned'

We actually have not taken much of our 
material in the past from the announcements 
paid for by merchants and appearing in issues of 
our early newspapers. Because of the emphasis 
placed on whitewashing by one of our famous 
inns, this one caught our attention. 
May our young people from today on be In­ 
formed that latex products were not always so 
readily available in scores of colors; may they 
now know that other painting materials could do 
the jobs required of them, and what may be more 
important, people knew an inner peace and con­ 
tentment in the use of the material they then 
possessed. 
..II 
‘‘SPRING CITY HOTEL ALL RIGHT, This 
popular and well located Inn, situated in the 
business centre of Spring City, is once more open 
FOR THE ACCOMMODATION OF THE TRAV­ 
ELING PUBLIC. The house has been thoroughly 
cleaned, whitewashed, prepared, and renovated 
and painted, and is now in elegant order to re­ 
ceive those who may favor me with their patron­ 
age. Come and see for yourselves. William Luk- 
ens, Proprietor.” 
The wording is reminiscent of another renova­ 
tion we witnessed earlier this week. The Bahr 
brothers, Laurence and Raymond, with younger 
offspring Gordon, have ‘‘prepared, rejuvenated 
and reopened” their venerable country store at 
Gabelsville after its brief bout with the fiery ele­ 
ments earlier this season. 
Visiting with them during one of the reopening 
days it was clearly evident they too had done an 
excellent job of cleaning and restoration—with­ 
out destroying the feel of the past. 
Raymond Bahr apologized for the condition 
of his roll top desk which had borne the brunt of 
the flooding during the fire. But this was unneces­ 
sary. The office furniture has now been com­ 
pletely immersed in the antiquing process and 
is stiil attractive. New floors have been laid of 
necessity throughout the greater part of the 
building. 
Upstairs beneath the roof, timber construction 
much resembles the original and in a few years 
will be impossible for the layman to tell from 
the old. Many of the ancient timbers sawed at 
the Gabel mill do still survive showing evidence 
of their peg construction. The atmosphere of the 
old certainly has not been destroyed in this recent 
rebuilding. 
This store is one of those which in a few years 
cannot help but attract the attention of customers 
coming from great distances seeking just such 
vignettes of former days. 
There are so few such businesses left. Sit­ 
uated a brief way upstream on Ironstone Drive 
from ancient Potts’ manor house of Popodickon, 
and set like a jewel between beautiful Gabel man­ 
sion, one-time saw mill,barn and pick-axe factory, 
this little cluster of early Americana has charm 
that challenges man’s ability to describe. Cole- 
brookdale township is fortunate that so much of 
their past remains so attractively preserved. 
The store was first built and operated by the 
Gabel family for whom the community was 
named shortly before the Civil War. 
John Gabel, who was probably on his way 
from Switzerland, died on shipboard and is the 
first of the family of whom a record survives. 
His widow arrived in Philadelphia about 1735 
bringing with her a young son, Heinrich, and an 
elder daughter who later married a man named 
Moyer. 
The Gabel men seem all to have run to millers 
or become farmers, though they also built in the 
settlement that bears their name an oil mill, a 
saw mill, an ice house and a factory where pick 
axe handles and wheel spokes were manufac­ 
tured. To this day a large wheel hub made many 
years ago remains in their mill, a souvenir of 
the mill’s past glories. 
On the day Laurence showed us about he spoke 
of still putting the old machinery to work on 
occasion. 
Last summer he manufactured 48 
wooden-toothed lawn rakes, an item strangers 
traveling through our area avidly purchase as 
a novelty. 
The frame end of their store, which was not 
damaged materially in the fire, looks much like 
a village blacksmith shop. Laurence tells us it 
never housed such a business to the best of his 
knowledge. Beneath it, however, there is a cave 
which runs under the curve of Ironstone Drive. 
This in olden times was used as a cold storage 
vault, the store keeping their meats and butter 
here, the meat suspended from iron hooks set 
into the ceiling. The hooks, according to the 
proprietors, are still in the cave. 
At one time natural ice formed along the roof 
remained for all or at least a large part of the 
year affording an excellent cold vault for such 
perishables as the pioneers possessed. 
Remaining evidence supports the belief the 
store first was operated by Abraham Gabel, born 
Oct. 1, 1799; and it is known to have been oper­ 
ating in 1822, although it is possible this business 
existed prior to that date. 
John Gabel succeeded Abraham as store­ 
keeper. His daughter. Mary Gabel, married 
Jacob Bahr in 1888 establishing the Bahr men 
as storekeepers in the village. 
Looking over some of the old brands carried 
on reserve shelves we thought of the forgotten 
names no longer household words with the people 
of tender years. 
Do you remember Pottstown’s famous Dew 
Drops? For the very young we will describe 
them briefly as a milk ice scoop upon a piece 
of paper, dipped out in flavors of Vanilla, choco­ 
late or strawberry. They were made by Burdan 
Brothers, Charles and Harry at York and Beech 
streets. 
There was a time when they played their 
important part in the trade of the Pottstown 
area. Though Dew Drops were actually intended 
for humans, a lady writes in to remind me that 
John Getman, who lived on Manatawny street, 
had horse and wagon with which he used to 
collect neighborhood ashes. 
When noon came he gave the horse a bag of 
oats and always finished off for dessert for his 
animal by giving him a Dew Drop. 
The horse loved his dessert

Casey Lets the Chips Fall 


By MASON DENISON 
HARRISBURG - One of the 
favorite pasttimes of politicians 
is to proclaim that once they’re 
elected to public office, they’ll 
“let the chips fall where they 
may” without regard to the 
political consequences which 
may result. 
Uttered usually to convince 
the voters from whom they are 
seeking support that they will 
be fearless Fosdicks in the 
performance of their elected 
duties, most politicians, un­ 
fortunately forget about “letting 
the chips fall where they may 
— once they’re in office. 
But based on the record thus 
far, Auditor General Robert P. 
Casey seems to have forgotten 
to remember — the simple fact 
is that since he became the 
state’s No. 1 fiscal watchdog, 


the “chips” have been falling 
all over the place as he has 
continued to expand his role to 
areas beyond those limited 
strictly to state government. 
Over the past year, for 
example, he moved into areas 
never before subject to the 
piercing spotlight of state 
auditor generals — offices not 
only on the state but also on 
the county and local levels— 
virtually anywhere state funds 
are collected, received or spent. 
That list covers all sorts of 
a u t h o r i t i e s , commissions, 
boards and local agencies — 
and 
inauguaration 
of 
the 
practice has already brought at 
least one editorial charge that 
Casey is “Playing To The 
Grandstand”. 
The editorial stated that 
Casey “made a lot of headlines 


with charges that thousands of 
estates remain unsettled on the 
records of registers of wills in 
Pennsylvania”, adding: 
“On the surface, it might 
appear the registers of wills 
have been derelict in their 
duies.” 
It went on to maintain that 
“implication is more serious 
than the facts” and that it was 
th e 
opinion 
of 
Revenue 
Secretary Robert Kane, despite 
an admission there are about 
35.000 unsettled estates across 
the state, that the auditor 
general was “shouting when the 
most he should be doing is 
w h i s p e r i n g ” about the 
delinquent accounts. 
In responding to the editorial, 
Casey said he found it difficult 
t o 
understand 
how 
any 
newspaper “can object . . . to 


any action by a public official 
which brings to public attention 
information relating to the 
manner in which public officials 
perform their duties.” 
And the auditor general went 
on to point out that “despite 
the protestations of some of the 
registers of wills — and the 
irresponsible comments of Mr. 
Kane — the fact is that the 
basic accuracy of the reports 
which we issue concerning 
d e l i n q u e n t inheritance tax 
a c c o u n t s have not been 
challenged.” 
The 
e d i t o r i a l 
quoted 
(Democratic) Secretary Kane 
as saying that “Casey likes to 
talk in the public press” and 
the auditor general’s bristling 
reply to that statement was: 
“How would (the paper which 
published the editorial — the 


Allentown Evening Chronicle) 
have me talk? Behind closed 
doors? And in the cozy secret 
meetings which have gone on in 
the past in state government, 
to the detriment of the public 
interest?” 
Casey reminded the editorial 
writers that since he has been 
auditor general, a policy of full 
disclosure of the entire work 
product of his department is 
made to the press and to the 
public because he believes the 
people “have a right to know 
how their money is being 
collected and spent.” 
Not only that, more than a 
decade 
ago 
Pennsylvania’s 
newspapers fought for and got 
two critical public-right-to-know 
laws on the statute books — 
a “right” that is now inherent!

The most difficult thing for 
the young to comprehend is age. 
Most piople under 40 are nettled 
by the presence of old people 
around the house. As decade 
stands atop decade, men and 
w o m e n become crochety, 
irritable, and demand daily 
proof that they are wanted, 
loved and respected. They in­ 
trude on matters which are not 
their concern and, in anger, 
utter words they regret. 
Few elderly people escape 
this syndrome. The parents of 
the affluent are sent to 
sanitariums and homes to live 
out their time among strangers. 
The poor live with daughters 
and sons, their dwindling 
capacities to think wrapped in 
old memories of what is right 
and what is wrong. 
Geriatrics is still a study, not 
a refined art. The ability to 
absorb fresh knowledge is 
impaired; the cerebral arteries 
harden. The brain, in a real 
sense, becomes anemic. The 
superficial aches and pains of 
time become chronic, and this 
r e d u c e s 
tolerance 
for 
disagreement. 
A few — a rare few — dance 
gracefully through the seventh 
and eight decades alert and 
alive. Most are beset by so 
many minor problems of health 
and well-being that they are 
referred to as “complainers.” 
It’s true. They are. Most of us 


do not realize that advanced 
years bring with them in­ 
decision, 
loneliness, 
failing 
memory and infirmity. 
And yet, the coin has two 
sides. The younger generation 
tries to inpart love to the old, 
but resents “interference” in 
housekeeping, the raising of 
children and conversation with 
guests. 
Advice ’ is offered 
whether or not it is solicited. 
In some cases, the old manage 
to drive a wedge between the 
young. After any disaster, the 
tearful rebuttal at the bedroom 
door is: “It wasn’t my fault.” 
It never is. Long ago, 
someone said we grow up loving 
our parents, we reach maturity 
understanding them, and grow 
old forgiving them. It’s a 
cynical observation, but fairly 
accurate. 
I didn’t have much op­ 
portunity to observe my mother 
in age. She had a small apart­ 
ment with my father, and she 
lost her sight to diabetes. And 
yet, on the occasions when we 
sat and chatted, she had an 
equanimity about everything. 
The greatest criticism she 
levelled on her grown children 
was the day she said: “I wish 
you were all two -years old 
again.

Sometimes, when he had been 
rude to us, or the children, he 
would sit in his reclining chair 
and murmur: “Don’t pay any 
attention to what I say. I’m just 
mad at myself.”

lieutenant, at 81, was bent 
forward so that his face was 
pointed toward his feet. He 
shuffled in his carpet slippers, 
a tiny step at a time. If 
someone was in the bathroom 
when he wanted it, he would 
knock: “You going to be in 
there long, Sis?”

near death. Today, they are 
bright-eyed, clean, healthy and 
vigorus. 


“A HOME” 
“We don’t call this an or­ 
phanage,” says Miss Deakins, 
“We call it home.” Her home 
has no permanent, organized 
support from any group or 
organization. She runs it single- 
fa a n d e d 1 y , finding financial 
backing and support where she 
can. And Miss Deakins does not 
put her children up for adop­ 
tion. “When I take them I keep 
them as my children,” she 
explains. 
American Protestant church 
groups and the Dutch Reformed 
Church contribute to her effort 
on a fairly regular basis. She 
also receives donations from 
friends and well-wishers in the 
United States. 


RELIGIOUS BAR 
A

Southern 
California, Miss Deakins gave 
up her secretarial job there in 
the early 1950s to go to Europe

Vietnamese Communists Reported 
Bothered by Nixon's Slated Trips 


PARIS 
(AP) 
- 
The 
U.S. 
delegate to the Vietnam peace 
talks said Thursday, that the 
Vietnamese Communists seem 
to 
be 
bothered 
by 
“ inter­ 
national events” — President 
Nixon’s scheduled trips to Pek­ 
ing and Moscow. 
If they are, spokesmen for 
the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong 
delegations 
would 
not 
clearly admit it, and insiste 
that the Russians and Chinese 
are solidly behind them. 
U.S. Ambassador William J. 
Porter, speaking with newsmen 
after the 132nd session of the 
peace talks, said the Commu­ 
nist side “ seemed to be at a bit 
of a loss.” 


LITTLE BOTHERED 
“ I had the feeling they’re a 
little bothered by international 
events—what events I wouldn’t 
care to say now,” he added. 
Porter’s spokesman said he 
assumed the ambassador was 
referring to Nixon’s Peking vis­ 
it 
and 
the 
President’s 
an­ 
nouncement Tuesday that he 
will go to Moscow late in May. 
The Viet Cong spokesman, 
when asked whether the delega­ 
tion was bothered by Nixon’s 
forthcoming 
trips, 
replied: 
“ The American delegate attrib­ 
utes to others his own sen- 
timients.” 
He did not elaborate, but 
added that “ the South Vietnam­ 
ese population, in its fight for 
independence and liberty, does 
not feel itself in difficulty with 
events which do not have a re­ 
lation with South Vietnam.” 
T h e 
North 
Vietnamese 
spokesman said he had no com­ 
ment on the Nixon visits, and 
both he and his Viet Cong col­ 
league 
stressed 
the 
support 
they were receiving from their 
“Socialist allies.” 
The exchange touched off by 
Porter’s remarks was about the 


oniy incident that made the ses­ 
sion different from many which 
have gone before. No progress 
was reported by any of the four 
delegations and most of the dis­ 
cussion bogged down in famil­ 
iar polemics. 
Porter diverged from his pre­ 
sentation dealing with origins 
ot the Vietnam war and the 
reasons for the long deadlock in 
the talks to reiterate an Ameri­ 
can protest about a road the 
North Vietnamese have built 
through the western portion of 
the demilitarized zone separa­ 
ting the Vietnams. 
Porter charged that the road 
is a “violation of the demilita­ 
rized zone contrary to previous 
e n g a g e m e n t s and under­ 
standings.” The United States 
registered a first protest about 
the road several months ago. 
Porter brought it up again be­ 
cause the road had been com­ 
pleted, his spokesman said. 


SEVERAL TIMES 
T h e 
North 
Vietnamese 
spokesman was pressed by a 
reporter several times to say 
whether the road existed. He 
would not respond, and instead 
listed what he said were a 
series of U.S. violations of the 
demilitarized zone and other 
“provocations.” 
The 
Viet Cong spokesman 
was asked about the signifi­ 
cance of the release Oct. 8 of 
Staff Sgt. John C. Sexton Jr. of 
Warren, Mich., after being held 
prisoner for more than two 
years. 
The spokesman said the re­

treatm ent” given by the Viet 
Cong. 
If 
the 
United 
States 
wanted to get back all of its 
prisoners it had to accept the 
Viet Cong’s seven-point peace 
plan which calls for U.S. with­ 
drawal by the end of this year, 
he declared.

STILL ON AIR 
Most of the women who had 
the hard job of breaking the 
trail for today’s TV distaffers 
are still on the air.

1953. The most stubborn ob­ 
jection she

cast executives) was that the 
female voice was not suitable 
for “ hard” news. 
“It isn’t that you don’t have 
experience,” she was told by 
a network official who turned 
her down in the 1940s. “ It’s that 
you

People will immediately tune

because

doesn’t have authority.”

And there is the problem of 
clothes. “ I buy my own at full 
price and I have to be very 
careful that I don’t get prints 
that will look bad on TV,” 
confides 
NBC’s 
Liz 
Trotta. 
“Mostly I buy simple lines and 
solid pastel colors. I wear a 
m i n i m u m

camera.” 
Dave Klly, news director at 
Detroit’s WWJ, summed it up 


for the male executives’ still 
somewhat ambivalent attitude 
toward women newscasters and 
reporters:

Consumer Protection 
Bill Okayed by House

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House passed a consumer pro­ 
tection bill 344 to 44 Thursday 
over protests by Ralph Nader’s 
allies that the legislation is a 
skillfully designed deception. 
It creates a new consumer 
protection agency, gives legal 
underpinning 
to 
the 
White 
House’s Office of Consumer Af­ 
fairs, and sets up a 15-member 
consumer advisory council. 
The legislation was sent to 
the Senate—which endorsed a 
similar bill a year ago—after 
the 
House 
rejected

strengthening

by 
218 to 160 and defeated the m a­ 
jor weakening amendment by 
240 to 149. 
The White House has

proved the 
plan. 
Republican

turn down all efforts to “under­ 
mine the bill one way or anoth­ 
er,” 
hinted

Rep. John E. Moss, D-Calif.,

the committee bill had “no 
teeth, no bite.”

It also would have 
permitted the new agency au­ 
thority to review informal steps 
by which other agencies dis­ 
pose of consumer complaints. 
The amendment was defeated.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Here 
are highlights of the consumer 
protection bill passed by the 
House Thursday and sent to the 
Senate: 
The legislation would create 
a new independent consumer 
protection agency, give statu­ 
tory authority to the presiden­ 
tial Office of Consumer Affairs, 
and set up a 15-member con­ 
sumer advisory council. 
The new agency would repre­ 
sent consumers in actions con­ 
ducted 
by 
other 
federal 
agencies and—in certain cir­ 
cumstances—before the courts. 
The bill would authorize pro­ 
grams of consumer education 
and information, procedures for 
handling consumer complaints, 
provide for a limited amount of 
product testing, and authorize 
studies of household product 
safety. 
The bill bars disclosure of 
trade secrets and other con­ 
fidential information, and re­ 
quires 
“fair 
and 
equitable 
procedures in carrying out” ob­ 
jectives. 
In explaining the agency fea­ 
ture, Chairman Chet Holifield, 
D-Calif., of the House Govern­ 
ment 
Operations 
Committee 
that wrote the bill, told Con­ 
gress: 
“The concept that one federal 
agency shall, as a m atter of 
right, have the authority to par­ 
ticipate and intervene in the 
proceedings of all other federal 
agencies and in many cases se­ 
cure judicial review of the fed-

eral agency decisions, is both 
new and unusual.” 
The bill does not give the new 
agency a right to issue its own 
subpoenaes or to establish its 
own processes of 
legal dis­ 
covery. However, once the new 
agency intervenes in another 
federal 
agency’s 
proceeding, 
then it is empowered to use the 
host agency’s subpoena powers 
in connection with the ongoing 
case. 
The most controversial fea­ 
ture, as far as opponents are 
concerned, is in the new agen­ 
cy’s legal powers to represent 
consumers. 
The bill provides that the 
agency may not intervene as a 
party in federal agency pro­ 
ceedings which seek primarily 
to impose a fine penalty or for­ 
feiture for violation of a law or 
any rule, order or decree pro­ 
mulgated under a statute. 
The words “fine, penalty or 
forfeiture,” 
according 
to 
Holifield, ’’refer to quasi-crimi 
nal type punishments and pro­ 
ceedings.” Even in proceedings 
primarily involving fines, pe­ 
nalties or forfeitures, he added, 
“ the agency is specifically au­ 
thorized 
to 
present evidence 
and views before agencies and 
courts as an amicus curiae 
(friend of the court, advisory 
status).” 
Holifield said the bill is “for 
consumer advocacy. It does not 
set up another regulatory agen­ 
cy. The bill is designed to in­ 
sure that the consumer’s voice 
will be heard, and his interests 
protected, in proceedings be­ 
fore 
the 
existing 
regulatory 
agencies.”

FORT WORTH, Tex. (AP) - 
Ted Walters, a gangster once 
compared 
to 
his 
contempo­ 
raries Bonnie and Clyde, died 
on a rural road Thursday with 
a Texas Ranger’s bullet in his 
head 
rather 
than 
be 
jailed 
again. 
Walters’ 
last desperate bid 
for freedom ended midway be­ 
tween Dallas and Fort Worth 
as be held four members of a 
family hostage. They escaped 
unhurt. 
A 
former 
member of the 
Hamilton gang which terrorized 
the Southwest in the 1930s, Wal­ 
ters spent more than 20 years 
in Alcatraz and Leavenworth. 
He had been free on federal pa­ 


role since May. 
In the 1940s, he told a inter­ 
viewer, 
“I’d 
rather be shot 
down like a mad dog than have 
the cops take m e.” 
Before 
Walters’ 
imprison­ 
ment, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover wrote in a 1938 FBI

Walters are similar to those of 
\ Bonnie Parker and Clyde Bar­ 
row. They are heavily armed 
ana have stated they will not 
surrender without a fight.” 
Walters, 58, started his last 
brush with the law Wednesday 
night.

The change of seasons brings 
with it a rash of colds and virus 
infections and few in the Pott- 
stown area seemed to have been 
spared.

Lupas said. 
For this he suggests some 
kind of steam treatment, such 
as a vaporizer or turning a hot 
shower and filling the bathroom 
with steam.

Machine made watch 
is American invention 


By JOEL SATER 
Prior to 1848 the Swiss and 
English were the major makers 
of “pocket” watches. Though 
the principle of a spring drive 
to replace weights made the 
concept of a small time keeper 
practical as early as 1555 it took 
several centuries of experience 
for 
their 
watchmakers 
to 
produce true watches which 
would keep good time. The 
earliest watches 
were cum­ 
bersome affairs with only one 
hand, requiring winding several 
times a day. 
They usually 
measured five to six inches in 
diameter. 


By 
the 
1800s 
Swiss 
and 
English 
watchmakers 
were 
producing accurate, hand made 
watches of reasonable size and 
great beauty. It was believed 
that lack of experience plus 
high cost of labor would prevent 
watches from ever being suc­ 
cessfully made in America. 


NEW IDEA 
Then two mechanics decided 
it could be done. Aaron Den­ 
nison and Edward Howard, both 
of Boston, 
put 
their heads 
together. Dennison was a fine 
watchrepairer. H o w a r d , a 
thoroughbred clock maker. It 
was Dennison who suggested to 


H o w a r d 
that 
production 
problems could be beat by 
making special machinery with 
which to make interchangeable 
parts. 
Foreign makers worked on no 
system and parts were in no 
way ever interchangeable. 
The first work was done 
within the clock factory of 
Howard and Davis. In 1850 a 
Mr. Samuel Curtis was brought 
in to add new capital and 
production was started on uni­ 
form eight day watches. Only 
50 were made when they dis­ 
covered they could not obtain , 
accuracy from an eight day 
watch. 
The change was made to a 
thirty hour watch with ex­ 
tremely simple parts. After a 
thousand were made a new 
company was formed at Rox- 
bury, Mass., called The Boston 
Watch Co. Financial difficulties 
caused 
Mr. 
Howard to 
be 
bought out in 1857. But he 
quickly reestablished himself 
successfully in a new plant 
which was successful. Today 
a n y 
watch 
bearing 
the 
diminutive words in its face “E. 
Howard & Co., Boston” is an 
extremely valuable American 
antique. 


MEMENTO—Edward Howard, one of the two inventors of 
the first American watches m ade by m achine with inter­ 
changeable parts, kept this watch as a memento. It was 
one of the first fifty made and had an eight day movement, 
which was quickly given up for a thirty-hour. The watch is 
inscribed “Howard, Davis and Dennison.” The “watch” is 
the “works.” The first cases for the firm ’s watches were 
made by Francis Dubois & Co., Brooklyn, N. Y.

But buyers are 
betting that his easily shaped 
dresses and colorful

boots under a maxi coat) are 


sure to set a trend. 
His favorite dress shape Is 
high-waisted and long-torsoed. 
He favors pleats, uses lots of 
suede in jackets and skirts, and 
cuts his coats with kimono 
sleeves. 
Ungaro learned tailoring from 
his father in Aix-en-Province in 
the South of France. At 22, he 
set out for Paris and worked 
for six years with Balenciaga, 
then joined Andre Courreges for 
two seasons. Until recently, he 
has chafed under comparisons 
of 
his 
style 
with 
that 
of 
Courreges — mainly because of 
his penchant for flapped patch 
pockets, welt seaming, loopy 
notched lapels and his popular 
oversized newsboy hats. 
“It may sound pretentious, 
but I owe nothing to anyone,” 
Ungaro maintains. When he and 
Sonja set up their own fashion 
house in 1965, Ungaro even 
made the deliveries himself and 


was often handed tips by the 
servants of his clients. Not

because

to 
parties or chic watering holes 
and 
he 
avoids 
having 
his 
photograph taken. 


FAMOUS CLIENTS 
His clients include the likes 
of the Duchess of Windsor, 
Lauren Bacall, members of the 
Kennedy 
clan 
and 
Marlene 
Dietrich. “His clothes,” Miss 
Bacall remarks, “just make you 
feel good.” 
Some 
day, 
Ungaro 
may 
branch out into men’s wear, but 
he is moving cautiously. His 
gross sales currently are about 
$5 million, and a quarter of the 
total comes from haute couture. 
Three U.S. cities have Ungaro 
boutiques — New York, Chicago 
and San Francisco — and others 
are to open soon in Detroit and 
Indianapolis. 


Ungaro has no hobbies but 
likes 
contemporary 
jazz 
on 
records, Sartre and movies. He 
is fascinated by the painter- 
moviemaker Andy Warhol. “He 
represents such a crack and 
s e p a r a ti o n with bourgeois 
sentiments of existence,” the 
designer says. “That’s what I 
search for too. Life has to be 
changed from its core.” 
Ungaro, however, is starting 
from the surface. 
“Women are women, with 
backsides, hips and busts.” he 
notes. 
“But

something else on their skin, 
to give them dignity, that’s a 
marvel. It’s not important to 
remember a dress for its color, 
but how very important to 
remember the woman wearing 
it.”

Woman filmmaker finds fund raising is hard task 


TORONTO (AP) - S y l v i a 
Spring could give lessons to 
aspiring film makers on how 
to make a feature-length film 
cheaply. 
She had to learn them all for 
h e r s e l f 
while 
making 
“Madeleine Is,” — on a $100,000 
budget. 
Raising even that much was 
a formidable task for a woman. 
“It was hard to be taken 
seriously by a lot of men in 
the business,” Miss Spring, 28, 
says. “To get through to the 
men 
who 
have 
money, 
to 
convince them you have the 
ability, you have to get through 
theii hangups about women.” 
Some businessmen she ap­ 
proached pinched her on the 
cheek and told her she should 
be in front of the cameras, not 
behind; others patted her on the 
head 
and 
said, 
“Isn’t that 
cute.” 
While Miss Spring hesitates to 
call herself a feminist, and says 
she didn’t set out to make a 
movie “to make a dint for 
women,” she admits she has 


become “a lot more militant 
through becoming a director.” 
A Canadian Film Develop­ 
ment Corp. grant of $15,000 
kicked off her financing, most 
ot the rest of which she even­ 
tually o b t a i n e d from Glen- 
Warren Productions Ltd., the 
producing 
arm 
of 
Toronto 
television station CFTO. 
She provided her services as 
co-author and director for free. 
Cast and crew, however, were 
paid union scale. 
WARDROBE EXPENSES 
She avoided wardrobe ex­ 
penses by having her leading 
lady, Vancouver actress Nicola 
Nipman, wear “some of her 
own clothes and some of mine, 
ana we both get our clothes 
from Sally Ann Salvation Army 
thrift shops.” 
She didn’t use m a k e u p 
“because 
that 
would 
have 
meant having to hire a makeup 
artist, and besides we wanted 
to be realistic, and real people 
have blemishes.” 
She used “lots of student film 
makers as assistants.” 


She didn’t rent studio space 
for interior shots but used 
friends’ homes, “my house, my 
bedroom, and my cat.” 
Other scenes of the movie, 
which was made entirely in 
Vancouver, 
u t i 1 i ze d 
city 
streets, parks, the beach and 
downtown stores. 
Filming — in 16 millimeter 
color, later blown up to 5 
millimeters 
for 
commercial 
distribution — took 30. It took 
another four months to edit. 
Miss Spring didn’t use up 
valuable time with rehearsals, 
but covered her shots by taking 
the sarrre scene from several 
angles. 
“A more experienced director 
would likely know right off what 
angle they wanted to shoot a 
scene from, but I didn’t want 
to finish shooting and find a 
scene would have worked better 
shot from a different angle and 
then have to call everybody 
back to re-shoot it.” 
She recorded the dialogue 
simultaneously with the action 
and didn’t re-record. 


Looking back to the days of 
actually shooting the movie, 
Miss Spring says: 
“I could make another movie 
about this period alone and the 
kinds of hassles we ran into 
— the highs and the lows — 
hugging 
everybody 
when 
a 
shoot works well, screaming 
and crying when it doesn’t. 
“And the great discovery of 
what my role as director really 
means — multifaceted juggler 
of a hundred different and often 
conflicting elements, personality 
conflicts, 
b e i n g 
an 
actor- 
technician- audience all in one.” 
Miss 
Spring 
started 
her 
career as a writer-researcher. 
She turned to film because “my 
ideas are a lot more visual than 
linear.” 
“Madeleine Is” is an ex­ 
panded version of a short film 
she made about two years ago. 
She says there are two kinds 
of movies she would like to 
make in the future — “Super, 
super realistic political films, 
and the Satyricon type of film, 
the extreme, the trip.”

in the eighth inning.

Briles, “all of the people who 
were so good to me through the 
years flashed across my mind. 
“In all honesty,” he added 
somewhat sheepishly, “I cried. 
This

meaning for me of any I’ve 
ever pitched because it is the 
culmination of two years of 
frustration.” 
But despite the manner in

And Thursday Briles 
topped them all. 
Briles, a 5-foot-ll, 200-pound­ 
er who occasionally falls to the 
ground when he throws a pitch, 
allowed a second inning single 
by Brooks Robinson and then 
kept the Orioles hitless until 
Boog Powell singled in the sev­ 
enth.

BALTIMORE, Md. — The work was steady at 
General Motors. Reporters don’t put your name in 
the papers when you have a big day on the assembly 
line. But Merv Rettenmund’s old man didn’t want his 
family to go through bad times to satisfy his ambitions. 
The pay in the bus-jump leagues was small then, 
and there is never a guarantee a guy will stick with 
a ball team. So the old man punched a clock, and 
eventually it happened for his kid. 
“My father could have played minor league ball,” 
explained Rettenmund who, along with Brooks Robin­ 
son, is described as Baltimore’s toughest batter by 
the Pittsburgh scouts. “But he was married, and he 
could be more sure of General Motors than baseball.’’ 
The old man was a catcher in the amateur leagues 
around Flint, Mich. There was action in the front yard 
for Merv as soon as he could keep a catcher’s mitt on 
his hand. The old man taught the boy the game he 
had to give up. 
“That’s why I signed up as a catcher,” Merv 
said. “He wanted me to catch.” 
Merv also played football at Ball State University 
in Indiana, and the Dallas Cowboys wanted him. He 
chose baseball over football. It is an heirloom handed 
down from the old man, who is now a supervisor in 
the General Motors plant. 
“I took baseball because I was offered a satis­ 
factory bonus before the football draft started that 
year,” Merv said. “I didn’t have a chance to talk to 
Dallas. By the time they called, I had signed with the 
Baltimore organization.” 
The old man is still his distant coach, and used 
the long distance phone to educate him. It moves 
Merv when his father calls and goes over a game 
with him. This is a guy who is grateful for what his 
dad did. The vision the old man exchanged for se­ 
curity belongs to the kid alone. But he tries to share 
it with his father. 
“What did you do?” the old man asked after a 
game with Cleveland. 
“I went one for four,” the son replied. 
“One for four,” the father said. “You should have 
gotten three or four hits,” 
The memory of the conversation caused Merv to 
laugh softly. 
“He didn’t realize it was off Sam McDowell,” the 
kid said. “He didn’t realize what stuff Sam had that 
night.” 
The Orioles have four guys for the three positions 
in the Baltimore outfield, Merv, Frank Robinson, Paul 
Blair and Don Buford. 
“I don’t have a regular position,” said the catch- 
er-turned-outfielder. “I play all the positions in the 
outfield.” 
Some people wonder why Earl Weaver, who man­ 
ages Baltimore, doesn’t play him every day. 
“He’s a regular,” contended Weaver. “I think I 
have to say right field is his strongest position for us. 
His best is center field, but he isn’t as good as Blair. 
He is closest to the speediest man on the club. He has 
the best arm, and he led the club in hitting two years.” 
Rettenmund believes he functions best in left, but 
he enjoys playing center most. 
“But Paul Blair is the best center fielder in base­ 
ball,” said Rettenmund, who started in center the 
first game when he struck the deciding three-run 
homer. 
The 
pressure 
subsides 
gradually 
with 
every 
Series, and this is Rettenmund’s third. 
“Each year is a little less,” he said. “Normally, 
I’m talkative before every game. I get quiet before 
a Series game. I stay by myself. I think about the 
pitcher. I had a bad playoff. I was swinging, but the 
bat wouldn’t move. I thought about the bad habits I 
get into, like holding the bat too close to m y body.” 
They all come around to Frank Robinson. This is 
a guy who goads them with his presence. They were 
down 3-0 in the first game, and his home run was 
the shot that started them back. 
“Just by example Frank is the leader,” Retten­ 
mund said. “He plays at full speed, all the time, He 
breaks up double plays in spring training, sliding just 
like it was in the Series. He bunts; a great hitter who 
doesn’t have to. He runs into walls to catch fly balls.” 
The ball journalists demanded that Rettenmund 
describe the first-game home run, as they dug for 
rainy day copy after the second game was postponed. 
But trying to hit with the big-swing almost ruined 
Rettenmund. 
“I thought I was a home run hitter,” he said. 
“The first year I started to play pro ball I stopped 
hitting with power. I was striking out too much. I 
want to keep it on the ground now for base hits. I 
try to hit it up the middle, or down the opposite line. 
“I stand so far from the plate, I got to go out and 
get the ball. I’ll never hit a 100 home runs in my life­ 
time unless I play until I’m 65 or 77 years old.” 
The blow he hit off Dock Ellis was Rettenmund’s 
second in three World Series. But it’s hard to convince 
Ellis that Rettenmund is just a guy trying to bounce 
it past the infielders.

IN OUR HISTORY 


THE 75 YEARS OF GRACE LUTHERAN CHURCH 


Seventy-five years ago, with the north end of Pottstown beginning to 
grow, a group of Lutherans called upon The Rev. Dr. J. J. Kline, then 
pastor of New Hanover Lutheran Church, to conduct a service to determino 
the interest of the north-end community. The people assembled on M ay 24, 
1896, in a small chapel at Evans ft Oak Streets, then the property of the 
Mennonites. Enthusiasm ran high. The service was held in the German 
language. A provisional organization was set up, and the old abandoned 
Royer's School House which stood on the grounds now occupied by the 
North Division of The Pottstown Memorial Medical Center was secured 
rent free. The first service was held there on Sunday, July 5, 1896. An 
early recorded comment was "services were conducted on Summer Sunday 
afternoons; the janitor, preacher, and organist rendered their services 
qratis, so that if ever The Gospel was entirely free, it was in those early 
days of Grace congregation." 


The newly formed congregation called Dr. Kline on September 4; 
a Building Committee was elected September 1C; the cornerstone of the 
first church at West and Evans Streets was laid on October 2; and the 
new building was dedicated on January 10, 1897. 
The first class of 
catechumens was confirmed on April 4, 1897. 
A charter was granted 
to the congregation by the Montgomery County Court on M ay 3, 1897. 
A Sunday Church School was organized officially on January 24, 1897 
with 105 members under the leadership of Harrison Latshaw wh served 
as superintendent until his death in 1934. 
Because of growth, It was 
necessary to enlarge the building three times, in 1905, 1907, and 1919. 
A new organ was installed after the First World War and another 
building renovation took place in 1930. 
Dr. Kline resigned on March 14, 
1937 ad In August, The Rev. Asa Wohlsen was called 
A Building Fund 
was begun and lots were purchased on North Charlotte Street in 1944. 
Pastor Wohlsen resigned in 1948, and The Rev. Edgar Brown, Jr. was 
called. 
Building plans were intensified; ground broken at 440 North 
Charlotte Street on February 22, 1953; cornerstone laid on June 7, 1953; 
and the new church and parish hall dedicated on June 4, 1954. 
Dr. 
Brown resigned in June, 1955, and The Rev. Richard Hoffert was called 
in March, 1954. 
Activity and membership continued to grow so that In 
1964, a new Parish Hall, classrooms, and offices were added. 
Christian 
Education continued to be the chief emphasis so that the congregation 
had called Sister Joan Henke, then Agnes Casselman, and presently 
Marilyn Hughes as Directors Of Christian Education. The congregation 1$ 
responsible not only for a Sunday and Vacation School, but also for • 
Community Weekday Church School on Wednesdays and a Community 
Pre-School each morning of the week. 
Emphasizing also neighborhood 
Involvement, a Senior Citizens and County Blind Group also meets every 
other week, in addition to the usual Boy Scout programs, the congregation 
Is looking forward to greater Involvement and increased leadership In 
serving Christ through others.
